Olenn  Le'Roy  Archer  has  accepted 
the  post  of  executive  secretary  of  Pro¬ 
testants  and  Other  Americans  United 
for  Separation  of  Church  and  State. 

Mr.  Archer  is  resigning  the  position 
of  Dean  of  the  Law  School,  Washburn. 
University,  Topeka.  Kansas,  to  lead 
the  steadily  expanding  work  of  POAU. 
This  gifted  young  man,  42  years  old, 
turns  away  from  a  career  in  the  edu¬ 
cational  field  which  has  already 
brought  him  into  national  promi¬ 
nence. 

An  active  and  devout  member  of 
the  Methodist  church,  he  piossesses  all 
the  qualities  needed  by  the  man  who 
will  spearhead  this  vital  movement.

PRAYER  AT  RIDGECREST 
BRINGS  GREAT  BLESSINGS

One  of  the  most  deeply  spiritual 
prayer  periods  I  ever  attended  was 
the  all-morning  prayer  meeting  at 
Ridgecrest.  August  28.  1948.  A  call  had 
been  sent  out  to  all  denominational 
personnel  and  others  to  meet  at 
Ridgecrest  on  this  -date  purely  for 
prayer.  They  asked  me  to  share  our 
experiences  with  all  our  people. 

Under  the  skillful  and  deeply  spirit¬ 
ual  leadership  of  Dr.  Clifton  J.  Allen, 
the  meeting  moved  like  a  deep  calm 
river,  unhurried,  and  with  no  sense  of 
the  time  element.  None  was  tired 
but  rather  refreshed  at  the  end  of 
three  and  one  half  hours.  Our  minds 
were  first  fixed  upon  the  greatness 
and  goodness  of  Ood.  Scripture  pass¬ 
ages  were  quoted,  testimonies  given, 
and  prayer  offered. 

In  turn  we  had  Scripture  quotations 
and  prayers  of  confession,  contrition, 
adoration,  praise,  thanksgiving,  and

Europe  —  A  Cha  I  lenge

To  write  anything  at  all  about  Eu¬ 
rope  today  Is  risky,  because  before  the 
Ink  is  dry  the  news  may  be  outdated. 

Europe  is  a  sick  man.  There  U  a 
state  of  confusion,  chaos,  hunger,  and 
fear  unparalleled  in  history.  Few  men 
enjoy  freedom  after  a  war  which  was 
fought  to  free  men  from  war.  from 
fear,  and  from  want.  Humanity  is 
standing  at  the  crossroads  feeling 
the  tug  of  two  conflicting  ideologies, 
one  emanating  from  the  West  with 
its  democratic  traditions  of  freedom, 
and  the  other  from  the  East  with 
its  totalitarianism. 

It  was  an  answer  to  prayer  which 
opened  the  doors  for  me  to  visit  Cze¬ 
choslovakia  and  Hungary  and  have  a 
peep  behind  the  “iron  curtain”  where 
the  sign  of  the  hammer  and  the  sickle 
now  flies.  To  my  great  amazement  I 
was  informed  that  evangelical  Chris¬ 
tians,  especially  in  Hungary,  have 
never  enjoyed  greater  freedom  than 
today.  There  are  meetings  on  street 
comers.  Tracts  and  pamphlets  are 
being  distributed  by  the  millions.  In 
Budapest  it  was  pointed  out  to  me 
that  an  evangelist  paper  was  promi¬ 
nently  displayed  for  sale  on  the  news 
stands.  One  Baptist  pastor  in  whose 
church  I  spoke  has  received  many 
honors  from  that  city  of  60,000  citi¬ 
zens  and  Is  frequently  called  upon  for 
counsel.  The  Baptist  nurses  have  un¬ 
usual  opportunities  for  witnessing  for 
Christ:  and  five  hundred  of  them 
could  be  put  into  service  tomorrow  if 
they  were  available. 

28  Bible  Classes  Weekly 
Christian  Jews  are  also  taking  ad¬ 
vantage  of  this  freedom  and  are  using 
every  means  at  their  disposal  to  pro¬ 
claim  to  their  bewildered  and  suffer¬ 
ing  people  their  only  hope  as  it  is 
found  in  Christ.  I  was  told  that  in 
Budapest  they  are  having  as  many  as 
twenty  Bible  classes  a  week.  More 
than  half  the  members  of  one  church 
are  Jewish  believers. 

I  was  particularly  anxious  to  meet 
the  rabbi  for  whose  conversion  I  had 
prayed  so  earnestly  for  more  than  a 
year  and  who  was  recently  gloriously 
saved.  The  man  was  so  thrilled  to 
see  me  that  he  put  his  arms  around 
me  and  kis.sed  me.  Sunday  the  rabbi

oreak  upon  them;  and,  finally,  lor 
local,  national,  and  worldwide  re¬ 
vivals  of  spiritual  religion. 

1  have  never  heard  anywhere  more 
earnest,  heart-warming,  aoul-upUft- 
mg,  and  God-honoring  prayers.  Ail 
were  marked  by  a  sense  of  desperate 
need  and  conviction  of  Christ's  power 
to  meet  every  need.  Voices  choked 
and  tears  welled  up  in  every  eye.

and  his  wife  aceempanied  me  ta  the 
Baptist  church  in  which  I  spoke  and 
1  prcscatcd  them  as  a  miracle  of  God’s 
grace  and  an  example  of  the  power  of 
the  guspeL  The  pastor  invited  my 
interpreter,  the  rabbi,  his  wife,  and 
myself  for  dinner  and  my  henrt  acbed 
as  I  watched  them  cat.  I  thonght  It 
must  have  been  the  first  time  in 
months  that  they  had  eaten  enongh 
to  satisfy  them. 

As  if  they  hadn't  suffered  enough 
during  the  tragic  war  years  when  the 
rabbi  was  separated  from  his  wife, 
they  are  now  undergoing  persecution 
which  is  even  more  unbearable,  since 
it  is  from  their  own  people  becauM  of 
their  faith  in  Christ.  He  has  been 
cursed  and  spat  upon  and  yet  has  not 
one  word  of  condemnation  for  his 
former  co-religionists  whom  he  shep- 
hered  in  time  of  sorrow.  With  Paul 
he  can  say:  “For  I  could  wish  that 
myself  were  accursed  from  Christ  for 
my  brethren,  my  kinsmen  according 
to  the  flesh."  (Romans  9:3). 

Men  Of  Prayer 

I  was  told  in  Hungary  that  Presi¬ 
dent  Tlldy  and  other  leading  person¬ 
alties  are  men  of  prayer,  that  the  pre¬ 
sident’s  sister  is  a  Sunday  school 
teacher!  I  hope  that  we  will  not  be 
taken  in  again  by  any  false  propa¬ 
ganda. 

Without  fear  of  contradiction  1  state 
that  Europe  today  presents  the  great¬ 
est  challenge  to  the  Christian  world. 
While  we  should  exhaust  our  resources 
in  coming  to  the  rescue  of  her  starv¬ 
ing  millions,  we  must  not  lose. sight 
of  the  fact  that  as  great  as  is  their 
physical  snffering.their  spiritual  state 
is  even  more  deplorable.  The  only  cure 
is  that  provided  by  the  Great  Physi¬ 
cian.  God  in  His  great  mercy  b  giving 
ns  perhaps  the  last  opportnnitv  to 
answer  the  Macedonian  call.  “Come 
over  and  help  ns."

In  preaching  we  must  avoii! 
ranting  as  an  opposite  for  soft¬ 
ness.  Possibly  on  this  point  al 
of  us  are  agreed,  viz:  in  the 
light  of  evil’s  modern  aggres 
siveness,  there  is  too  often  much 
diction  and  little  dynamic.  We 
think  that  the  pulpit  can  never 
justify  weakness  in  evangelis¬ 
tic  fervor.  Failing  to  take  note 
of  retarding  and  destructive 
conditions  is  to  fail  the  Lord  in 
His  call,  to  fail  the  church  in 
its  ordination,  to  fail  the  fellow¬ 
ship  of  pastors  in  mutual  help¬ 
fulness,  and  to  fail  self  in  the 
chance  for  service.

Yet,  few  large  gifts  have  been 
made  to  this  school.  More  small 
gifts  than  in  any  previous  cam¬ 
paign,  perhaps,  have  come  in.

I>elegate8  liave 
power  to  bind  those  tliey  repre¬ 
sent.  Messengers  do  not. 

Another  term  that  is  being  more 
widely  used  is  “Tlie  Board  of  Dea¬ 
cons.”  .\rticles  quite  often  come 
to  The  Baptist  Record  referring  to 
the  board  of  deacons.  We  notice 
several  church  bulletins  listing  tiie 
board  of  deacons.  There  Is  no 
scriptural  authority  for  this  term. 
They  sliould  he  referred  to  as  dea¬ 
cons. 

It  is  also  incorrect  to  close  a 
prayer  witli  the  term  “Ah-men,” 
A  reference  to  your  dictionary  will 
indicate  that  the  proper  word  is 
“A-men.”

In  a  recent  issue  of  the  Baptist 
New  Mexican,  the  title  above  was 

quoled.  and  ven-  mlerealing  ^  American 

ideas  offered  by  the  editor. 

We  arc  reprinting  in  part,  this 
editorial: 

Vance  Havner,  writing  in  the 
Biblical  Recorder  and  quoted  in 
the  Baptist  and  Reflector,  gives 
us  a  telling  statement  on  “Lib¬ 
erty  in  the  Pulpit.”  That  state¬ 
ment  was:  “The  sermon  was 
never  meant  to  be  a  harmless 
little  essay,  tucked  in  some¬ 
where  betw'een  an  anthem  and 
the  benediction.” 

This  brings  to  mind  two  com¬ 
ments  recently  made  to  this 
editor.

Baptists  should  be  sick  and  tired 
of  the  affront  being  made  by  the  beer 
Interests  on  the  Intelligence  and 
character  of  Baptist  young  people. 

You  go  to  the  Texas  league  bal 
park  to  see  a  harmless  game  of  base¬ 
ball,  you  can’t  get  a  cold  pop  but  you 
can  buy  a  case  of  Iced  beer. 

You  turn  on  the  radio  to  hear  a 
sports  newscast,  you  cant  find  out

THE  TOWN  CLXRK  AT  EPHESUS. 
Acts  H:»-4I. 

I.  THE  SETTINO  OP  THE  LESSON. 
PAUL  MINISTERINO  IN  EPHESUS. 
Acts  19:1-23. 

1.  Paul  reaches  Ephesu.s  and  baptizes 
some  of  ApoUos'  disciples.  These  had 
been  baptized  into  John's  baptism;  but 
had  not  beard  or  accepted  the  comiriete 
gospel,  and  bad  not.  therefore,  received 
the  Holy  Spirit.  When  Paul  had  ln.*tnicted 
them  and  they  had  been  baptized,  the 
Holy  Spirit  took  possession  of  them. 

3,  Paul  In  the  synagogue,  w.  S.fa.  It 
was  the  natural  thing  that  Paul,  here 
as  elsewhere,  should  go  to  the  syna¬ 
gogue.  It  was  the  bouse  in  every  Jewish 
center  where  the  scriptures  were  Uu^t 
where  the  scriptures  were  kept,  where 
the  Jews  resorted  for  Instructioo.  In  the 
.synagogue  Patti  felt  at  home  and  God 
gave  him  freedom  to  preach  and.  for 
three  months,  he  held  forth  boldly,  fear¬ 
lessly  and  convincingly,  so  that  many 
heard  the  word  and  believed.  This  is 
practically  always  one  result  of  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel;  the  other  result 
of  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  is  that  cer¬ 
tain  other  ones  were  hardened,  grew  ob¬ 
stinate  in  unbelief  and  spoke  “evil  of  the 
new  faith  before  all  the  congregation."

R  may  weU  be  that  it  w»f>  during  this 
time  that  churches  grew  in  the  seven 
cities  unto  whose  churches  our  Lord 
through  John  addressed  Revelation. 

4.  Paul  as  Miracle  Workers,  w.  11.  12. 
In  this  early  day  of  Christianity  God 
saw  fit  to  bear  witness  to  the  work  of 
His  servants  by  giving  them  authority 
to  work  wonders  in  His  name.  These  were 
always  beneficent  and  in  behalf  of  those 
who  were  in  sore  need.  In  the  realm  of 
miraculous  healing  of  sick  people.  God 
attested  His  approval  of  Paul  in  a  mar¬ 
velous  measure.

As  men  forsook 
the  worship  of  idols  for  the  worship  of 
Christ,  they  neglected  the  further  pur¬ 
chase  of  shrines  and  small  idols  to  wear 
on  their  persons.

MISSION  SURVEY  OF  ALASKA 
By  Jaha  Caylar 

A  survey  of  the  mission  opportuni¬ 
ties  In  Alaska  is  now  being  made  by 
Courts  Redford.  assistant  executive 
aecretary  of  the  Home  Mission  Board, 
who  is  spending  the  first  part  of  Sep¬ 
tember  in  that  country. 

This  survey  Is  pursuant  to  the 
action  taken  at  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  In  Memphis  last  May. 
when  the  Home  Mission  Board  was 
asked  to  make  a  survey  of  Alaska  and 
if  advisable  to  project  a  mission  pro¬ 
gram  In  the  territory. 

At  the  July  meeting  of  the  execu¬ 
tive  committee  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board,  the'  administration  of  the 
Board  was  authorized  to  take  neces¬ 
sary  steps  to  implement  the  request 
of  the  Convention. 

While  In  Alaska,  Dr.  Redford  will 
attend  the  first  session  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention  of  Alaska 
which  will  meet  at  Anchorage,  Sep¬ 
tember  8-9.  Rev.  B.  Clarence  Evans, 
executive  secretary  of  the  newly  or¬ 
ganized  convention,  will  assist  Secre¬ 
tary  Redford  in  his  survey  and  in  de¬ 
termining  the  best  approach  for 
Southern  Baptists  in  establishing  mis¬ 
sion  urork  there. 

Southern  Baptists  have  a  few  scat¬ 
tered  churches  In  Alaska,  but  with 
the  influx  of  people  and  the  expected 
coming  statehixxl,  this  territory,  which 
probably  already  hqs  been  too  long 
neglected,  becomes  more  and  more 
of  an  Important  Baptist  mission  field. 

The  first  Baptist  mission  station 
after  leaving  the  States  is  located 
at  Ketchikan,  767  miles  from  Seattle, 
Washington.  From  Ketchikan  to  the 
next  church  at  Juneau  is  276  miles. 
Juneau  is  the  territorial  capital  with 
about  7.500  population.  Northward 
from  Juneau,  938  miles,  is  Anchorage, 
a  city  of  more  than  15.000  population 
with  one  Baptist  church  of  about  125 
members.  The  Anchorage  church  also 
sponsors  a  mission  on  Government 
Hill  for  families  of  military  and  rail 
employees.  North  from  Anchorage. 
376  miles.  Is  Fairbanks  with  a  church 
of  about  100  members. 

After  Secretary  Redford’s  visit  to 
Alaska,  the  Home  Mission  Board  will 
be  able  to  take  action  in  the  light  of 
his  survey.
